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SUMMARY OF EVENTS 


OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADIAN 


- The price of wheat at the beginning 
of the week was $1.66. 

The conference between the Alberta 
government and the representatives 
of-the C.P.R. and C.N.R. as to the 
B.D. & B.C. Railway hae apparently 
had no results, the parties being un- 
able to come to an agreement. 

All over Alberta the Liberals are 
nominating their candidates for the 
next provincial general election. In 
the Medicine Hat constituency, where 
a by-election is impending, the Con- 
servatives have nominated J. J. Hend- 
rick to contest the seat and A. A. Mc- 
Gillivray, the new party leader, has 
been speaking in criticism of the 
government's record. 

According to reports from near Nel- 
son, B.C., Jease Mansfield, a farmer, 
shot at a government road gang who 
he said were encroaching on his land. 
He slightly wounded the foreman, 
George White. A few days later he 
shot White dead. The alleged mur- 
derer took refuge in the mountains 
but was found and captured by the 
provincial police. 

Lady Byng, wife of the governor- 
general, opened the horticultural 
show in Edmonton. ‘Lord and Lady 
Byng went on from Edmonton to Cal- 
gary via Tofield. On Sunday Lord 
Byng, along with Lieut-Gen. Sir iA. 
McDonnell, were the chief speakers 
at Memorial Day celebrations in Cal- 
gary. 

Canadian and United States officials 
are conferring as to the stopping of 
border smuggling between the two 
countries. 

Canadian trade for the first four 
months of the present financial year 
increased: by $45,000,000. 

The forest fires in British Colum- 
bia, while not so acutely dangerous 
as last week, are still causing some 
anxiety. 

Princess Patricia, Lady Ramsay, is 
on her way to Canada’to join‘ther hus- 
band, Captain Ramsay, who will be 
with his ship at the Bermuda station 
during the coming winter. 

Profeseor Carlyle, manager of the 
Prince of Wales ranch in Southern 
Alberta, has been nominated as Con- 
servative candidate for the High 
River constituency of the provincia) 
legislature. 

Dr. Allan, of the University of Al- 
berta, and his assistant, R. L. Lamb, 
in attempting to go down the Sask- 
atchewan River from Rocky Moun. 
tain House to Edmonton had their 
boat swamped and lost all their in- 
struments and some of their kit, but 
themselves escaped eafely to shore. 

Mr. Mackenzie ‘King, dominion 
premier, has made a public statement 
to the prees to the effect that the 
government is not going to be rushed 
into an election to please Mr. Meighen 
and ‘this supporters, but he has given 
no indication one way or the other of 
whether an election will take place 
this autumn. 

The Edmonton miners have voted 
to resume work on the conditions of- 
fered by the mine owners. 

The Drumheller coal mines have 
been opened again. There has been 
somewhat eerious friction between the 
two unions, the U.M.W.A. and the 
new Canadian miners’ union, the 
former wanting to return to work, 
the latter trying to prevent resump- 
tion. It was feared that violence on 
a large scale might take place Mon- 
day when some of the minee' were be- 
ing re-opened, and in anticipation of 
{t about 40 provincial police were 
concentrated in the district, but no 
violence was attempted, and for the 
time being the situation is quiet. 

The Hon. Vernon Smith and Attor- 
ney-General Brownlee of the Alberta 
government are expected to make a 
visit of inspection thie week to the 
irrigation area in the Lethbridge 
area, They will meet the officials 
in charge of the Lethbridge northern 
irrigation scheme and obtain a full 
report of the position. 

A great fire has taken place in the 
east end of Montreal. A large apart- 
ment house, 20 dwelling houses and 
an ice house and stable have been 
burned, causing a loss put at some 
half a million dollars and leaving over 
60 families homeless. 


FOREIGN 


In Morocco the French campaign 
appears to be meeting with success 
and there are signs that the spirit'of 
the Riffs is breaking down. The use 
of tanks by the French seems to be 
one of the chief causes of their suc- 
cess, as the ‘Riffs, without efficient 
artillery, have little means of defence 
against them. Peace negotiations 
with Abdtel-Krim, the leader of the 
Riffs, have been broken off by France 

In China the situation is growing 
worse. The Chinese government has 
to all intents and purposes declared 
war on Great Britain and Japan. Ship- 
ping regulations have been issued by 
the Chinese government forbidding 
Japanese or British ships to fouch at 
Chinese ports, though the Chinese 
have no effective means of their own 
to enforce these regulations if Britain 
or Japan defy them. Hong Kong, the 
great British port, is feeling badly the 
effect of the great strike. It is re- 
ported that Russian aeroplanes have 
reached Canton, the Chinese city 
close to Hong Kong, ready for use 
againet the British, and a number of 
British missionaries are said to have 
been captured by Chinese bandits. No 
definite announcement has yet been 
made of the British or Japanese an- 
swer to theae acts of aggression. 

An elaborate test of anti-aircraft 
gunnery has been made in the United 
States, targets being towed high un 
jn the alr by aeroplanes, The results

It 
is not surprising to hear that a new 
anti-aircraft gun is about to be intro- 
duced into the United States army. 

Belgium and the United States have 
come to an agreement as to the pay- 
ment of the former's war debt to the 
latter. The debt is to be paid in an- 
nual installments spread over a period 
of 62 years. No interest is to be paid 
for the next ten years and thereafter 
interest at the rate of three and one- 
half per cent will be paid on a little 
more than half the debt. This settle- 
ment, which is so much more favor- 
able to Belgium than the terms ac- 
corded to Great Britain, has been re- 
ceived with some unfavorable com. 
ment in Britain. 

A very bad explosion took sinae on 
a United States passenger steamer off 
Newport, on the Atlantic coast. A 
boiler burst and over 40 have died 
from the injuries received, while more 
than 100 were injured. 

The French troops have evacuated 
Dusseldorf, the city on the edge of 
the Ruhr, which has been their head- 
quarters since they occupied the Ruhr 
in January of 1923. 

The French government of M. Pain- 
leve appears to be on the edge of 
defeat owing to the refusal of the So- 
clalists to give it further support. The 


‘critical financial situation of France, 


which is virtually bankrupt, makes it 
almost impossible for any government 
to continue in office long, while the 
country as a whole refuses to face 
the situation and submit to the heavy 
taxation necessary to restore their 
finances. 

Marshal Lyautey, the French gov- 
ernor-general of Morocco, is leaving 
for France to confer with the French: 
government as to the situation. 


FOREIGN 


In New York and _ several other 
cities fatal fights have taken place be- 
tween different factions of Chinamen. 

Mount Vesuvius, in southern Italy, 
is again in violent eruption. 

Trotsky, the Russian Bolsheviet 
leader, has recovered his prominent 
position in the -government and has 
issued a statement through the North 
American Newepaper Alliance, which 
amounts to an invitation to foreign 
capitalists to invest money again in 
Russia. It remains to be seen whether 
any of them will accept the invita- 
tion. 

In Chicago four robbers entered the 
office of a large firm of jewelers, held 
up six employee and after rensacking 
the place and breaking open ffive safes, 
left with plunder amounting to a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

Hight of the nine men convicted of 
the murder of Sir Lee Stack, sirdar 
of the Egyptian army, last November, 
were hanged in Cairo on Sunday. The 
ninth had his sentence commuted to 
imprisonment for life on account of 
turning king’s evidence. 

Heavy fighting is reported from 
Syria between the native Druse 
tribeemen and the French troops, in 
which the French are said to have 
suffered heavy losses. Since the 
French took-over Syria at the close 
of the Great War, they have had 
trouble from time to time with the 
native tribes as well as with the 
Turks on the northern and eastern 
frontiers, and have had to submit to 
some nasty little reverses, though 
maintaining their general hold on the 
country. 

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The British extreme Labor party 
are making great efforts to rouse the 
working classes against the existing 
economic system and the Communists 
are trying to begin a campaign to 
cause dissatisfaction in the army and 
navy. ‘The industrial depression and 
the great amount of unemployment 
are naturally helping the agitators. 
There is keen dissension between 
some sections of the Labor party, the 
moderate men like Mr. J. H. Thomas 
being strongly opposed to the extrem- 
ists and revolutionists. The coal min- 
ers have definitely accepted the pro- 
posed truce on the basis of the gov- 
ernment assistance to the industry. 
There will therefore be no immediate 
strike in the coal trade. Special con- 
stables are to be recruited in Great 
Britain to meet the threatened danger 
from the extremists, which appears to 
be regarded by the government as 
serious. 

The Prince of Wales {a now travel- 
ling about the Argentine Republic, 
where he is receiving a great wel- 
come. 

It is stated that a reduction of 15 
per cent is about to be made in the 
pay of men of the British navy. This 
is said to be equivalent to the fall in 
the cost of living since 1919. Tt was 
expected that some such reduction 
would have to be made in face of the 
demand for national economy which 
is coupled with the contradictory de- 
mand for the building of more cruis- 
ers for trade protection. 

Mr. Churchill, the British chancel- 
lor of the exchequer, is holding con- 
ferences in London with M. Cail- 
laux, the French minister of finance, 
as to the settlement of the French 
war debt to Great Britain which 
amounts to some 3,000 million dollars. 
This settlement is necessarily linked 
up with German reparation payments, 
the French debt to the United States 
and the exceedingly precarious state 
of French finances. British public 
opinion appears to be strongly oppos- 
ed to any further sacrifices on Brit- 
ain’s part, thése having been already 
very great.

It is the same old Charlie Chaplin 
in “Pay Day,” which was shown at 
the Rex Theatre in the latter half of 
last week.

THE CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held on Monday evening. 
Mayor Johns presided; ‘Aldermen 
Broughton, Fulton, Howlett, McClure 
and Snell, and Commissioner Stephen- 
son were present. 

A letter from read from E. Kitch- 
ing asking for permission to erect a 


milk house on the city property be: 
side the Parry property east of 
Michener Hill, with the right to move 
it off if desired. The council decided 
to give the permission subject to a 
rent of $5.00 per year and to the 
council having the right to cancel the 
permission at any time. 

The school board had _ suggested 
that the city, the hospital and the 
school board should join in a joint 
order for three carloads of coal for 
the winter supply. Tenders for this 
coal had now been sent in. Hewson 
and Son offered tosupply McGillivray 
Creek coal at $8.25 per ton to the 
schools and the city and at $8.50 per 
ton to the hospital. The Atlas Lum- 
ber Co.’s offer was of $8.50 for Michel 
coal, and the Manning-Sutherland of: 
fer was of $7.90 for McGillivray Creek, 
Greenhill or several other kinde, and 
$8.15 for Michel coal. It was stated 
that the school board preferred the 
Michel coal, as also did the city staff. 
It was decided to accept the Manning- 
Sutherland Co.'s tender for Michel 
coal. 

A letter was read from J. Holmeda 
on behalf of the Elks asking for the 
loan of the city band instruments for 
the Elks band now in course of for- 
mation, with the understanding that 
they would be returned when de- 
manded. Mr. Holmes was present to 
support the request in the letter. 
Some discussion took place as to this 
matter, and the commissioners ex- 
plained that there were fwo sets of 
instruments, one belonging to the city 
and the other being the ‘instruments 
of the 187th Battalion band, which 
were heldintrust, the trustees being 
J. A. Carewell, W. J. Botterill and A. 
T. Stephenson. According to Mr. 
Holmes there was a certain amount 
of lack of agreement between the 
Elks and some of the former mem- 
bers of the city band, who were will- 
ing to enter the Elks band only if ad- 
mitted to the Elks order without the 
usual fees, a concession which the 
Elks were unwilling to make. All 
members of the Elks band were re- 
quired to belong to the order except 
boys of under 21, who need not. The 
former members of the city band, ac- 
cording to Mr. Holmes, were not will- 
{ing to surrender the instruments to 
the Elks band. Alderman Howlett 
thought that the matter should not be 
decided in a hurry since the members 
of the council had not all had notice 
of the question coming up. The mayor 
was rather of the opinion that since 
the city band had been out of action 
for the last two or three years, and 
the Elks were willing to get a band 
going at once, nothing should be al- 
lowed to delay their doing so. It was 
stated that of seven former members 
of the city band now in Red Deer, four 
were members of the Hlks lodge, eo 
that the opposition came from com- 
paratively few. In answer to Alder- 
man Snell, Mr. Holmes said it was 
the intention to get a leader for the 
band as soon a@ the could he of use. 
He wished to get immediate permis- 
éion to take possession of the instru- 
mente, so that progress could be 
made. The lodge was willing to ac- 
cept full responsibility for all instru- 
ments borrowed by it. 

Tt was finally decided that the city 
should call in all the instruments now 
not actually in its possession, that 


they should be lent to the Elks band 
as requested, the Elks accepting re-

THESTORYOFA 
GREAT FIGHT 


THE ATTACK ON ZEEBRUGGE, 
APRIL 23, 1918 , 


[NOTE: In view of the coming to the 
Rex Theatre of the film showing 
the attack on Zeebrugge, the fol- 
*lowing short account may recall the 
main facts of this great feat of arms 
to people who wish to see the pic-: 
ture. It will be shown at the Rex 
Theatre on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, August 31 and Septem- 
ber 1 and 2.) 


The submarine campaign of Ger- 
many against allied shipping in the 
last two years of the war reached euch 
a pitch of destructive intensity as to 
threaten the whole allied cause with 
ruin. It became absolutely essential 
to curb this menace. The most dan- 
geroue submarine base possessed by 
the Germans was that at Zeebrugge 
and Bruges, on the Belgian coast of 
the English Channel. Zeebrugge is 
the seaport of Bruges with which it 
is connected by a canal, which the 
submarine made use of to tie up in 
gafety, while preparing for their 
raids. If Zeebrugge and the canal 
entrance could be blocked Bruges 
could no longer be used as a base by 
the sulmarines. The British navy 
was entrusted with the task of block- 
ing it. 

Complete secrecy and most elabor- 
ate preparations were needed. From 
the grand fleet lying at Scapa Flow 
in wait for the German fleet that was 
never to come, volunteers were called 
for. No indication whatever was 
given as to what the men were wanted 
for, except that it was for a most 
hazardous and desperate enterprise. 
The result of the call for volunteers 
was embarrassing to the naval author- 
ities. Whole ehips’ companies volun- 
teered in a body, and the selection of 
those who were to go was a matter 
of great difficulty and much jealousy. 

Once the men were picked they 
were taken south to the neighborhood 
of Harwich at the mouth of the 
Thames estuary, and there they were 
given weeks of elaborate training and 
rehearsal, conducted under conditions 
of rigid secrecy, which in the end 
proved quite successful, as the Ger- 
mans were completely taken by sur- 
prise when the attack came. 

It was neceseary to have certain 
conditions of wind and weather to 
give the venjure a chance of success, 
and for these conditions the expedi- 
tion anxiously waited. Although after 
several disappointments, the day came 
when conditions seemed suitable and 
on the afternoon of April 22, in broad 
daylight, the expedition set out. Put 
shortly, the plan was for three old 
and obsolete cruisers, the “Thetis,” 
“Intrepid” and “Iphiganeia,” which 
had been specially prepared with huge 
masses of concrete in their bottoms, 
to steam into the mouth of the 
Bruges canal and there to be blown 
up and sunk by their crews, who were 
to be taken off in motor boats. In 
order to provide a diversion for them 
and take the Germans’ attention off 
this vital part of the attack, the old 
cruiser “Vindictive” was to make for 
the mole or breakwater of Zeehrugge 
harbor, lay herself alongside it and 
land marines and bluejackets to de- 
stroy all the German store ‘houses, 
buildings and guns and incidentally all 
the Germans themselves on the mole, 
while an old submarine crammed with 
explosives was to ram herself into 
the piers of the shore end of the mole 
and there be blown up by her crew, 
so as to cut off the mile from the 
shore. Two old ferry steamers, “Iris” 
and “Daffodil,” from the Mersey at 
Liverpool, went along with the ‘“Vin- 
dictive” to carry more men of the 
storming parties. Along with these 
main actors in the drama went a 
whole host of other ships of various 
kinds—destroyers away out in the 
wings to prevent any possible inter- 
ference by German warships; moni- 
tors with heavy guns to bombard the 
German shore batteries; motor boats 
in swarme to lay smoke screens and 
be ready to take off the crews of the 
battleships and generally thelp mat- 
ters. 

The expedition was timed to reach 
Zeebrugge exactly at midnight. All 
went well on the way across. The 
only feature of the programme that 
was missed wae the taking off of the 
surplus crews from the ships which 
were to enter the harbor. These were 
to be taken off out at sea, leaving only 
just sufficient men on board to keep 
the old cruisers going to their mark, 
but the surplus crews, rather than 
leave their comrades to go on alone 
into the terrible danger, disobeyed 
ordere and hid themselves on board, 
so that they could not be taken off. 
This wholly ‘honorable disobedience 
enabled these men to share in the 
glory and the suffering of the attack. 
When night came it was an extremely 
dark night, and as the expedition 
neared the Belgian coast the motor 
boats laid down a great screen of 
artificial fog and emoke which drove 
slowly before the wind towards the 
shore. Behind and completely screen- 
ed from the German searchlights and 
observers on shore went the “Vin- 
dictive” and ‘her consorts. 

The ships had got close in to the 
mole unseen when a sudden change 
in the wind blew the artificial fog 
back off the shore and showed them 
Instantly it was 
as if the shore had “exploded into 
light.” Star shell after estar shell 
went up and lit the whole area. 
Searchlights swung round and con- 
centrated on the incoming ships, and 
a mass of guns broke into crashing 
life, both on shore and on the mole 


itself. 
The “Vindictive”’ ewung alongside 
the mole and_= dropped her landing 


fangways or “brows” on the wall, but 
the unexpectedly heavy sea kept the 
ship heaving and plunging and made 
{t almost impossible for the gangways 
to be secured. In spite of sea and 
guns, however, secured they were in 
some fashion, and the storming parties 
rushed over them onto the mole para- 
pet and dropped the 16 feet from the 
parapet to the surface of the mole 
itself. The losses at this time were 
inevitably tremendously heavy from 
the concentrated close range fire of 
the Germans. The only thing that 
saved the “Vindictive” from destruc- 
tion was that the main part of ‘her 
hull was protected by the mole from 
the German guns but she suffered tre- 
mendously none the less. In her 
fighting top was a large number of 
men armed with Lewis machine guns 
who turned their fire on every Ger- 
man they could see on the mole and 
did excellent execution until a shell 
struck the top and killed or wounded 
every man in it. Even so, one of 
them, Sergeant Finch of the marines, 
dragged himself from under the dead 


-bodies of his comrades:and in spite 
of ‘his wounds: kept his gun (firing for; 
some time longer. ihe 

The old ferry boats, *“Iris’:: and 
“Daffodil,’<had: intended. to lay ‘them: 
selves alongside the .mole inshore. 
from ‘the-;Vindictive and. land their 
storming parties, but one of them, the 
“Daffodil,” had ‘to be used to keep the 
“Vindictive” close up against the 
mole by pushing against: her etern, 
and the “Iris” found that the sea was 
too heavy and ‘the parapet of the mole 
too wide to allow her grappling, irons 
hold her. aginst the’ mole. Two of 
her officers clambered onto the para- 
pet and,sitting astride of it, tried to 
secure the grappling irons until both 
were killed. Tihe-Iris then had to go 
along the mole astern of the “Vin. 
dictive” and suffered very heavily in 
doing so. One shell went through her 
upper deck and burst inside at a point 
where 56 marines were -waiting for 
the order to land. Forty-nine were 
Ikilled and the other seven wounded. 

Meantime the Germans on the shore 
end of the mole saw to their intense 
surprise a small submarine apparent- 
ly dashing to certain destruction 
against the piers of the shore end of 
the mole. They were apparently so 
amazed that they failed fire on her. 
She crashed into the piers and 
wedged her nose half under the mole. 
Her commander and his few comrades 
escaped safely in a tiny boat, to be 
picked up by one of the motor boats 
further out, and hardly had they gone 
when a huge pillar of fire shot up into 
the sky seemingly a mile ‘high and 
with it went a great section of the 
mole and all the Germans on it. 

‘The storming party on the mole di¢ 
their work quietly and destroyed with 
bombs and dynamite everything in the 
way of a building on the mole. Ex- 
cept for the fire from shore they soon 
overcame all German resistance on 
the mole itself. 

Then, at length through the smoke 
and fog round the harbor mouth was 
seen the first of the  blockships, 
“Thetis.” A motor boat had planted 
a huge calcium flare on the end of 
the mole to guide her into the harbor 
and she made straight for the canal 
entrance. The German searchlights 
were on her and the German gins 
were pouring their shells into her, 
but on board her a few men fired fou: 
of her guns constantly in reply. By 
ill luck she caught her propeller in 
one of the defence nets and becamc 
unmanageable. She therefore had ty 
be eunk a little way to the side of the 
canal entrance but yet in a yurt of 
the harbor channel where she was a 
most serious obstacle to ships trying 
to use the harbor. The other block- 
ships, “Intrepid” and ‘“Iphigeneia,” 
went straight into the canal entrance 
and were there blown up and sunk 
by their crews in such a position as 
to completely block the canal for sub- 
marines. 

The crews of these three blockships 
were taken off by motor boats which 
went into the harbor in face of all 
the tremendous shelling and machine 
gun fire and safely brought away the 
men who had steered the blockships 
to their destination. One of these 
motor boate was hit by a shot in the 
bows and hold so that she could not 
move forward without filling with 
water. Her commander took her out 
of the harbor at full speed backwards 
and saved both boat and occupants. 

Once the blockships were sunk and 
the crewe got away, the signal was 
given by means of the “Daffodil’s” 
steam hooter for the men on the mole 
to return. Back they came, planting 
their scaling ladders against the 16- 
foot mole wall and scrambling up, of- 
ten carrying a wounded comrade 
under the tremendous fire of the Ger- 
man guns, and then at last with all 
embanked the battered old “Vindict- 
ive’ ewung out from the mole and 
started for thome, screening herself 
from the fire of the German shore 
guns by dense clouds of smoke from 
smoke bombs thrown on _ the 6ea. 
With her went the “Iris” and the 
“Daffodil,” and all three, terribly shat- 
tered but still seaworthy, made their 
way slowly back to England with 
their escorting craft. 

So closed in complete success one 
of the bravest exploits in all the great 
history of the British navy. It is a 
story which should be known by every 
person in the empire with a epark of 
manhood or womanhood in them, and 
its reproduction by means of the 
cinematograph is one of the best 
pieces of work that that sometimes 
misused invention has ever accom- 
plished.

NATURE NOTES 


BIRDS EYES 
The Hunter’s Vision 


{The following interesting article 
appeared recently in the London 
“Times,” from which we quote it.] 

Unlike most beasts of prey, birds 
hunt by sight, and _ their vision is 
both acute and varied. Where the 
carcass is, the vultures are gathered 
together out of the blue by a system 
like the old telegraphs or eema- 
Pphores; one bird spies its prey far 
below, and the others flock to the 
descending speck in indefinite succes- 
sion. While the eyes of these great 
birds excel our own in range, those 
of the warblers and titmice and fly- 
catchers are as remarkable for micro- 
scopic precision. Watch the com- 
mon spotted flycatchers hawking 
from the net of the lawn-tennia post 
in the garden or from a gravestone 
in some grassy country churchyard, 
and how seldom we detect on what 
it preys! We see the spot in the air 


where it feeds and the snap of ite bill, 


shows how the air teems with invis- 
ible insects. It is the same with the 
emaller titmice among the winter 
twigs, with the chiffchaff and willow- 
wren among the July foliage, and, 
above all, with the minute yet sturdy 
goldcrest, because in its curious in- 
difference to man it lets us watch it 
more closely. Sometimes, and espec- 
jally in summer, we see the searching 
bill, at the dictate of the keen eyes, 
seize a grub, a fly, a spider; but far 
more often the little bird seems to 
rehearse an endless hungry panto- 
mime and we marvel how its eye. 
sight outwits us. 

Birds’ eyes are many-colored, but 
this variety seems an example of na- 
ture’s free variation and to subserve 
no utilitarian end. The jackdaw’s 
eye is no sharper because of its pal- 
lor, and the goshawk’s brilliant yel- 
low appears to give it no practical 
superiority over the falcon’s brown. 
Some birds’ eyes seem subdued to 
that they work in, like the lammer- 
geir’s, with their hue of blood, or the 
cold green pupils of the cormorant 
that finds ite food in the waters. 
Such eccentricities add greatly to a 
bird’s personality; but the color of 
its eyes is of little Importance in its 
activities compared with their posi- 
tion and eize. Mankind has its eyes 
placed to look forward; but, like the 
horse and the hare, most birds have 
their eyes at the sides of their heads, 
like man’s ears, This lateral adjust- 
ment gives them a wider range of 
observation than that of man. They 
can see farther behind them and thus 
are partly guarded against a stalking 
enemy but are less apt to combine 
their double vision into an effective 
whole. It {is noticeable that many 
birds which need the keenest or long: 
est sight, such as the eagles and fal- 
cond and owls, have eyes set in the 
front of their heads, much like men, 
and consequently have half-human 
faces. Many birds turn one eye 
sideways when watching closely, just 
as we turn one ear, putting a hand 
behind it, when our hearing begins 
to fail ue or we wish to catch a dis- 
tant sound. When we see a ‘thrush 
cocking its head at the turf and pres- 
ently tugging out a hidden worm, this 
is sometimes claimed as a triumph 
of hearing. But a magpie will peer 
in the game way into a knot-hole or 
marrowbone; and there is little doubt 
that the thrush sees a slight heave 
of the soil and that a man’s ear and 
a bird’s eye are used in the same 
way because they are similarly placed. 

Birds that hunt in the dusk are 
usually equipped with large eyes to 
collect the feebler rays. That is the 
secret of the great eyes of the owl 
that stare so solemnly by day; and 
day-flying owls, such as the short- 
eared and hawk owls, are noticeably 
less moon-faced and more aquiline. 
We see thie contrast of equipment 
in the commonest birds which peck 
about our garden floors. The size of 
the eye corresponds roughly with the

The political negotiations and 
wranglings which gave to the United 
States the “Panhandle” and other 
Pacific coast territory resulted in in- 
terposing:a ‘strip: of foreign soil be- 
tween the Yukon’ district of Canada 
and the Pacific Ocean. The natural 
line of ingress and exit to this dis- 
trict being thue impeded, the Cana- 
dian government determined to try 
what could be done towards providing 
an all-Canadian route to and from the 
Yukon. ‘The trail in the wilderness 
was the result of this determination. 

On the 17th day of March, 1905, 
there set out from Fort Saskatche- 
wan a long column. It consisted of 
46 men of the North West Mounted 
Police with about 110 horses and 1u 
four-horse wagons carrying three 
months’ supplies for both horses and 
men. The destination of the column 
was Fort Graham in the Yukon ter- 
ritory, some two ‘thousand miled 
away across an uncharted, roadless, 
almost uninhabited and hardly ex- 
Plored wilderness. The column was 
commanded by Superintendent Con- 
stantine. 

Enough wae known of the charac- 
ter of the country to be traversed to 
make it essential to carry not only 
food for the men but also oats and 
even hay for the horses, since it was 
not to be expected that the horses 
could live on the natural pasture on 
the way, at least until much later in 
the year. 

The season was an abnormally fine 
and mild one. The wagons started 
from Fort Saskatchewan on wheels, 
with sleighs ready for use later on. 
The enow was not yet gone but it was 
already soft and slushy, making nath- 
er hard going. For the first part of 
the journey to Sturgeon there was 
something like a regular trail and a 
fair amount of settlement. Railways 
north or west of Edmonton there 
were none. 

It was not unti] Athabasca Landing 
wae reached that anything that could 
be called notable occurred or was 
done. At that point the column left 
the land and took to the ice of the 
Athabasca River. The wheels were 
taken off the wagons and sleighs put 
in their place. On account of the 
advanced state of the season and its 
unusual mildness, the river ice was 
not to be relied on, and accordingly 
@ guide was taken who went ahead 
of the columm on foot, testing the ice 
for them. Dangerous rapids and open 
water in places made the need of 
such a guide essential. The ice was 
used from Athabasca Landing as far 
as Moose Portage,” some 90 miles or 
80 away, and it was reached without 
mishap, thanks to the guidance of 
the French-Canadian with his big pole 
who led the column. The ice was 
mot in a condition to inepire confi- 
dence. It could be seen bending in 
places as the wagons passed over it, 
and each day added to the danger. 
Therefore there was no temptation 
to linger on the way, and the 90 
miles was covered in two days, good 
going for such a comparatively large 
column. Tents were carried,on the 
wagons but they were not pitched, 
and everybody slept rolled up in their 
blankets in the snow. No attempt 
was made to keep campfires going 
throughout the nights, which were 
comparatively mild. 

From Moose Portage the column 
went overland to the Lesser Slave 
Lake and there took to the ice again. 
There wie now no fear of unsound 
ice. The ice of Lesser Slave Lake 
attains a thickness of something like 
nine. feet and does not break up till 
May. Three days of travelling on the 
lake brought the column to the set- 
tlement of Lesser Slave Lake, now 
known ag Grouard, and here for the 
first time on the trip tents were 
pitched, though not all the men made 
use of them, as the magnificent 
weather made it comparatively pleas- 
ant to sleep in the open under blan- 
kets. A week was passed at Lesser 
Slave Lake and then the next stage 
of the journey was undertaken’ to 
Peace River Crossing. This stage led 
overland through bush country and 
mecessitated another change from 
sleighs to wheels, as the snow had 
virtually all melted in the bush. The 
trail was very wet and very bad, near- 
ly the worst and most trying part of 
the trip. The horees sank deep in 
the mud again and again, and there 
was grave danger of knocking the 
wagons to bits on account of the tree 
stumps which at places were covered 
by pools of water on the trail. It was 
necessary to go very slowly for tho 
eake of the horses, and yet there was 
urgent need of haste in order. to 
reach Peace River Crossing and get 
over the river before the ice broke up. 
In contrast to the distances covered 
daily on the ice, only about 10 miles 
per day could be covered on this 
stage, and those 10 miles were at 
least as exhausting for men and 
beasts as the 45 miles or so on the 
hard ice of the lake. It was early 
April when Peace River Crossing was 
reached, and it was found that the 
ice in the river was anything but 
eafe. In fuct, the whole surface was 
something like a treacherous honey- 
comb, ready. to give way at any mo- 
ment and plunge horses and men into 
the swift and deadly cold waters of 
the river. It was, however, decided 
to try to make the crossing. For 
this purpose the wagon loade were 


is this, screen which ironically ‘flick- 
ers between us,. like a well-strangled 
yawn, when we are staring at some 
well-bred eagle in captivity.

The 
gradual training of a homing pigeon 
and the confusion that overwhelms 
migrating birds on a foggy night 
seem to show that eyesight must 
have a great share in forming their 
sense of direction.

lightened and the leading teams were 
taken off, only two horses being left 
to each wagon, while no men except 
the drivers remained on the wagons, 
all walking and carrying as much of 
the baggage as they could. The first 
team was sent 100 yards ahead of the 
column. It was drawing the cook 
wagon in which the stoves and cook- 
ing apparatus of the expedition were 
loaded. The team started over the 
treacherous ice very cautiously and 
although it was obviouely unsafe, it 
got three-fourths of the way over the 
wide river without mishap. Then 
came disaster, for the rotten ice gave 
way and plunged team and wagon and 
driver into the river. Another man 
also, who was walking beside the 
wagon, was thrown into the hole. 
When such an accident happens on a 
ewift-running river, the chances of 
escape for horses and men are very 
slight on account of the force of the 
current drawing them under the 
water, which by its piercing cold 
makes it almost impossible for any- 
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one to’ struggle in it for any time. 
Neverthelese, on this occasion the ac- 
cident.was not as disastrous as might 
have. been expected. One horse was 
drowned. The other was saved, a 
notable performance, seeing the ex- 
treme difficulty of helping a struggling 
animal encumbered by its harness 
and traces. : Both the men who fell in 
were saved by Constable Hall, who 
was walking beside the wagon at the 
moment it:went through. The wagon 
itself with its valuable load went to 
the bottom of the river from which, 
however, it was rescued three days 
later with most of its contents and 
some of the team’s harness. What 
was lost was replaced as far ae pos- 
sible from the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s store at the Crossing. 

In face of thie disaster the rest of 
the column was ordered back to the 
side of the river from which they had 
started, and it was decided to wait 
till the ice went out of the river be- 
fore trying to cross. This did not 
mean a long wait, for only a few days 
later the ice began to move and the 
river was quickly clear. The prob- 
lem then was how to crose the wide 
stream. It was done by means of a 
preat raft hastily built out of poles 
cut from the trees on the river hank 
and floated down to the Crossing. 
The raft was built in equare shape, 
and on to it was put the baggage of 


ie 
all kinds, but no attempt was made 


to carry the horses on it. They were. 
driven across the river and were got 
over without any loss. It took three 
days to get all the men, baggage and 
horees across and then the march to 
Fort St. John began. 

This was a difficult section of the 
country. In places it was not unlike 
the Red Deer district in character, 
but of course entirely wild and unset- 
tled. Numbers of small creeks had 
to be crossed with not much water 
in them as a rule but with steep 
banks which made them a _ serious 
hindrance to the progress of the 
column. The Peace River valley it- 
self is extremely deep, its sides rising 
to nearly a thousand feet in places, 
with flat benches or tiers at intervals. 

For almost the whole of the journey 
there was no trail of any sort, and 
the column had to make its own trail 
as it went. At the end of each mile 
along the trail a guide-post was set 
up in the form of the largest and 
strongest post that could be got and 
squared off. Numbers of the small 
creeks were roughly bridged. One of 
the most serious obstacles encounter- 
ed was a great muskeg or swamp two 
miles in width, which took three days 
to cross. A “corduroy” trail of wooden 
poles had to be laid through it, and

As to human settlement, the deso- 
lation of the country can perhaps be 
best illustrated by the fact that be- 
tween Peace River Crossing and Fort 
St. John, a distance of 500 to 600 
miles, the men saw no living soul ex- 
cept two old Indian squaws riding on 
a pony. They had killed a skunk and 
had the dead animal tied to the sad- 
dle, with the intention of eating it. 
There was an interpreter with the 
column who spoke to the old women 
and they indicated that they were glad 
to see the police in the country. After 
parting from them, the police saw no 
other human being until Fort St. John 
wae reached. As far as the horses 
were concerned, they fared well 
enough at this stage, as there was 
splendid pasture in the country, blue 
joint grass and pea vine being very 
prevalent. It grew most luxuriously, 
getting up to three or four feet in 
height, yet it was not easy to make 
good hay out of it for winter use be- 
cause of the constant summer frosts 
which prevailed in the country and 
prevented the cut grass from curing 
properly. 

Before Fort St. John was reached 
the Pine River had to be crossed by 
a ford. The chief difficulty here was 
the steepness of the far bank, which 
was some 600 feet high and took the 
column a whole day to get up. Once 
on its top the expedition was close to 
Fort St. John. In those daye' of the 
Klondyke rush Fort St. John was a 
settlement of some size, as settle- 
ments go in the wilderness, but the 
only traces of those who lived in it 
in those days was a number of rude 
graves, marking the resting place of 
gold seekers who had died at the 
settlement, mostly, it is believed, of 
scurvy. 

The column halted and camped 
when it had at length climbed the 
steep Pine River bank. That night a 
thick fog settled in the river valley 
and on the following morning the sun 
as it rose and broke the fog up show- 
ed a magnificent stretch of country 
to the men on the heights, a promised 
land seemingty destined to be a great

Under 
present conditions it is unlikely that 
it will be very easy to find the money 
for this scheme but it fe essentially 
sound and healthy, and it certainly 
deserves the support of all who can 
afford to give it such. 


THE OPEN SORE OF THE WORLD 


In Westminster Abbey over the 
grave of the great Scottish mission- 
ary, David Livingstone, gre carved in 
the stone the infinitely beautiful words 
in which, at the end of his life, he 
prayed that the blessing of God might 
rest on any who did what was in their 
power to lessen the burden of blood- 
shed, cruelty and misery weighing on 
the continent of ‘Africa, “this open 
sore of the world.” 

David Livingstone’s prayer has been 
to a great extent answered. Africa, 
on the whole, ie an infinitely happier 
land now than it was then. Slavery 
and war have at least been reduced 
to slight dimensions, and something 
approaching to peace ,justice and 
prosperity has taken their place. 

Yet there is still “an open sore of 
the world,” and that is the Russian 
empire under the Soviets, for an em- 
pire it still is in spite of its outward 
form of a series’ of autonomous re. 
publics. Since the Bolshevist revolu- 
tion of 1917, volumes have been writ- 
ten about Russia, and _ superlatives 
have been wellnigh exhausted in de- 
nunciation of the Soviet rule.  Lat- 
terly interest has waned. The im- 
mediate danger of the Russian revo- 
lution sweeping in one great red wave 
over all Burope and even into Amer- 
ica has receded, and the peoples. of 
other countries are inclined to leave 
the Russians to stew

criminal law. These are the law it- 
self and the manner of its interpreta- 
tion by the courts. It is a moot ques- 
tion whether the latter does not play 
a more important part than the for- 
mer. The most excellent laws can 
tbe made quite ineffective by the ju- 
dicial inferpretation of them. It is a 
familiar fact that no case is so bad 
or so weak that it cannot be support- 
ed with supenficially plausible legal 
argument by an ingenious counsel. 
This applies, of course, to all human 
arguments. Hardly any discussion | 
takes place between two quite ordin- 
ary people without one or the other 
giving some obvious examplee of reas- 
oning twisted by interest or bias out 
of anything approaching to real truth. 
This is even more the case with 
judges, who enjoy at least a tempor- 
pry omnipotence. On the bench they 


partly national

It is in China that it is showing 
itself most clearly at present, where 
the Bolshevists are deliberately fan- 
ning the fires of anti-foreign hate 
amongst the Chinese, ignoring the 
fact that these Chinese are entirely 
anti-communist in feeling.

If Rus- 
sia can succeed in making anything

‘reach of China may have to look to 
themselves. It may mean only the 
destruction of all foreign trade in 
China and the loss of all foreign arepe! 
erty there—a very ‘large amount—ac- 
companied probably by the murder of 
many Europeans and Americané stil] 
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in the country. It may sooner or later. 
mean much more than that. 
mean an Asia almost united and: ar- 
rayed for battle against the white 
races of the world. - 

Not only in China is the Russian 
evil at work. Wherever trouble can 
be made, among British cval miners, 
amonget the Riffs in Morocco, in Tur. 
key and Afghanistan and even in the 
United States, the same influence is 
at work, and always destructive, al- 
ways inspired by hatred and nothing 
but hatred. When one remembers 
the character of the men who are 
leading Russia and tle etate of moral, 
intellectual and material ruin to 
which they have reduced the Rus- 
sian nation, it will be seen why Rus- 
sia has to be regarded as the open 
sore of the world, a sore which does 
not seem likely to be cured in the 
near future or to be even capable of 
any treatment. 

For Western Canada the direct im- 
portance of this thing is not only the 
damage to general trade conditions 
throughout the world but also the 
likelihood that it will destroy the 
prospect of the great oriental market 
being opened for Canadian wheat and 
other products. The even greater 
danger behind the commercial one is 
a thing perhaps a little too remote 
for calculation at present.

leaving only one -young stallion ‘still 
alive. 

On Sunday night or rather-on Mon- 
day morning, the Red Deer district 
was visited by a sharp frost, which 
nipped a certain amount of the gar- 
den and vegetable produce, but so far 
as has yet been ascertained has not 
done a great deal of damage to grain 
crops in this district, though the es. 
cape, if it really is an escape, must 
have been a very narrow one in some 
places. It is to be feared that fur- 
ther north and west the crop may 
have suffered rather more severely. 
In view of the wet cold rain of Satur. 
day and Sunday: morning and the 
actual snow in places to the west and 
north, it is not surprising that the 
frost came, but it would be a disaster 
if the weather robbed us of another 
good crop. 

Cutting will be general all through 
the district if the weather holds good 
this week. 

J. R. Weston has called attention to 
the crop competition held by the Ki- 
wanis Club in the Hanna district. The 
information obtained by such a com- 
petition amounts to a pretty thorough 
description of the crops generally in 
the district and their method of pro- 
duction, and should be of real service 
to the farmers. A similar competl- 
tion was held in Lacombe a year or 
two ago. It would be a good thing if 
a similar one could be held here. 


THE ALBERTA WHEAT POOL'S 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The recent meeting of the Alberta 
Wheat Pool in Calgary was marked by 
confidence and a large measure of 
unanimity. The pool membership 
now stands at 31,454, an increase of 
2,000 over the corresponding period 
of last year. The announcement that 
the cost of administration of the pool 
came to only 2-5 of a cent. per bushel 
of wheat handled was a satisfactory 
one. This is a distinctly low cost and 
compares favorably with administra- 
tion costs of wheat pools in the Unit- 
ed States and also with those quoted 
by private grain dealers. <A notable 
and healthy feature of the meeting 
was the refusal of the delegates to 
allow the money got from wheat sales 
to be used for various indirect ex- 
penses of working the pool such as 
local associations, postal and station- 
ery expenees or delegates’ expenses 
at the annual meeting. The violent 
fluctuations of price during the last 
winter was attributed in the direct- 
ors’ report partly, at any rate, to a 
deliberate attempt by private grain 
dealers to injure the pool, an attempt 
which was not successful. The num- 
ber of cases of memhere of the pool 
breaking their contracts and selling 
outside the pool! was reported to be 
small. Of 89 suspected cases report- 
ed, 29 were found to be unfounded, a 
large proportion were etill under in- 
vestigation and only in four cases 
have legal steps been found necessary. 
Tt has always been an allegation of 
the private grain dealers in the Unit- 
ed States that pool authorities were 
in many cases afraid to take legal 
proceedings in cases of breach of the 
pool contracts and that far more 
breaches of contract took place than 
were admitted by the pool manage- 
ments. The directors’ report in the 
case of the Alberta pool is flatly con- 
tradictory to this suggestion. 

On the important point of the 
acquisition of elevators by the pool, 
the meeting recommended the direct- 
ors to erect their own elevators where 
circumstances justified this course, 
and the passing of a resolution for 
the deduction of two cents per bushel 
from payments to members for the 
elevator reserve indicates that the 
policy of the poo! owning elevators 
is definitely to be followed. These 
were the main points that came up 
at the meeting. The directors, led 
by H. W. Wood, appear to enjoy the 
undiminished confidence of the mem- 
bers and the general feeling is that 
the pool is being well managed and 
is proving a success. The help given 
to the dairy and livestock pools in 
their organization indicates the belief | 
of the management that these pools. 
also can be worked successfully. This 
is a view as to which many competent 
and prosperous farmers have very 
grave doubts, and therefore the pro- 
gress of these later pools will be 
watched with close interest.

It is true that only those men who 
thoroughly understand their business 
from the practical and executive 
standpoints are able to show a profit 
on their year’s endeavor, and those 
lacking training ‘in their respective 
professions are being speedily driven 
to the wall. Today statistica show 
conclusively that farmers who possess 
scientific knowledge in addition to 
practical experience are appreciably 
more succeséful than untrained men. 

It is the purpose of the Olds School 
of Agriculture to give farmers and 
their sons that special instruction 
which has been found, during the 11 
years the school has been in opera- 
tion, to be of the greatest value in 
coping successfully with the problems 
of agriculture today; .and to give farm 


girls such training as will make them | 


efficient home-makers. The courses, 
moreover, serve as a preparation for 
further study at the university. 

The courses given at the school are 
especially adapted to the needs of the 
farm boy or girl who has been unable 
to obtain a good public or high school 
education and who cannot afford the 
time and money to go through high 
school or university. No special en- 
trance standard is required. It is 
simply necessary to ‘have sufficient 
elementary education to understand 
and profit by the courses given. 

The school is maintained by the 
provincial government and both agri- 
culture and domestic science courses 
are free. The course lasts from Oc- 
tober '27 to March 26, when: it is eas- 
‘est for farmers’ sons and daughters 
to attend. Board, books and a nomin- 
al deposit of $5,00 to cover possible 
breakages of equipment are the only 
necessary items of expense. Girla 
are accommodated in a modern dor- 
mitory under supervision of matrons 
for $27.00 per month, which includes 
board, room and laundry. Boys can 
secure good room and board in priv- 
ate houses for about $7.00 per week. 
The cost of books is not over $12.00. 

The school has fully modern equip- 
ment, and each member of the staff 
is a specialist in his particular branch 
of study. Tuition in elementary sub- 
jects, such as English and mathemat- 
ics, is given, and in practical work 
the courses include field husbandry, 
live stock, poultry, farm mechanics, 
farm management, agricultural- chem- 
igtry, blacksmithing, dressmaking, 
foods, cooking, etc. 

Provision ‘has been made for a third 
year in the agricultural school course, 
for students who have taken the regu- 
lar two years’ work in agriculture or 
domestic science. This third year pro- 
vides students with a means of ma- 
triculating in the high school sub- 
jects in the shortest possible period 
of time. The student graduating from 
the third year course will enter the 
university with scholastic standing 
equivalent to that of students who 
enter from high school and with the 
additional advantage of having one 
year of their university course cov- 
ered before entering. The third year 
course opens on October 19 and will 
close in May, 1926.

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SOME FACTORS’ INFLUENCING 
THE CONTAMINATION OF MILK 


While the sources of contamination 
of milk are understood in a general 
way, there is perhaps need of a more 
widespread knowledge of the relative 
importance of the various factors 
upon which the germ content of the 
milk as it leaves the stable depends. 

With the object of determining 
more closely the relative effect of the 
various factors, a series of experi- 
mente extending over five months was 
conducted at the Central Experimen- 
tal Farm, Ottawa. In the tests the 
various sources of contamination 
were considered under a wide range 
of conditions, the numerous factors 
being divided for

a large number of cows kept under

Thus far the harvesting weather has 
been very disappointing. The heavy 
rains of a week ago held up opera- 
tions for some days. It is probable 
that this rain was not an unmixed 
evil, as it caused late oats to fill splen- 
didly. Happily the weather cleared 
without frost, and on Tuesday after- 
noon the work went busily on. By 
Friday it was generally supposed that 
about a quarter of the crop, consist- 
ing mostly of wheat and barley, was 
cut. Veny few of the _oate are ripe, 
and practically none cut. On Friday 
a drizzling rain set in.and on Friday 
night and Saturday it rained heavily. 
The rain continues at the time of 
writing. It is to be hoped that one 
of the most satisfactory crops of re- 
cent years will not be seriously in- 
jured by bad harvest weather. As the 
straw is not exceptionally long this 
year, lodging is not as serious as 
might be expected, though a consid- 
erable amount of oats went down 
under the first rain, and this one will 
no doubt increase the difficulty. The 


chief consolation is that, after all, it’ 


is still early in the season. 

The Home Grain Co. must antici- 
pate a heavy crop from this district. 
They have a gang of about 12 men 
working at top speed remodelling 
their elevator at Kootuk and consid- 
erably enlarging ite capacity. 

J. M. McDonald's big new verandah 
and balcony is nearing completion 
and will greatly add to the appear- 
ance and comfort of his residence. 
Mac’s methods are very different 
from those of the slap-dash hammer- 
and-saw carpenter, unhappily too 
common in the west. He ie a true 
artist, planning his work with great 
care and attempting to make it as 
eae architecturally perfect as pos- 
sible. 


He re and Th ere 


This year’s receipts from motor 
vehicles licenses in New Brunswick 
already amount to $422,000. This 
amount is larger than the total for 
any year, except last year when the 
gross receipts for the whole twelve 
months were $452,489. The estimate 
for the present year is half a million. 


The mines and quarries of the 
Province of Quebec produced to the 
value of $18,952,896 during 1924, 
according to the final report issued 
by the Provincial Department of 
Mines. Building materials account 
for $11,880,977; other non-metallic 
minerals $7,191, and metallic miner- 
als $380,804. 


“In the Cascades and falls of the 
Canadian Rockies there is enough 
hydro-electric power to supply the 
American west with all the electric 
energy it will need for ages to 
come,” declared W. Paxton Little, 
treasurer of the Niagara Falls Power 
Company, who recently visited Banff 
with a party of distinguished Ameri- 
can electrical magnates. 


That the Province of Quebec 
abounds in historic and romantic 
material for the construction of 
popular novels, is the judgment of 
two popular writers—James Oliver 
Curwood, author of scores of best 
sellers, and Edwin Balmer, well- 
known short story writer—who have 
recently toured the province and 
Western Canada in quest of “local 
color.” 


There has been an unusual dis- 
tinction conferred upon Prof. Cam- 
ille Couture, a Montreal musician, 
who, besides being a violinist is also 
a maker of violins. He has been 
honored with a medal and diploma 
from the British Empire Exhibition 
at Wembley for 4 magnificent violin 
of his make, which he exhibited 
there. 


In order to dispel the existing 
impression in England regarding 
the coldness of the Canadian climate, 
five thousand peony blooms are be- 
ing distributed at the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Pavilion at the British 
Empire Exhibitiun. These plants 
were produced by W. Ormiston Roy, 
of Montreal, who states that peonies 
are the best landscape flower and 
can be grown in all parts of Canada, 
irrespective of climatic conditions. 


Hon. W. G. Nichol, Lieut.-Gov- 
ernor of British Columbia, and D. C. 
Coleman, Vice-President of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, opened 
Crystal Gardens, the new and unique 
indoor salt-water swimming pool at 
Victoria, B.C., recently. This amuse- 
ment centre, which has two dancing 
floors, a gynasium, art gallery and 
tea-rooms, is regarded as the largest 
and finest of its kind on the con- 
tinent. 


Being exceeded only by Mexico 
and the United States, Canada now 
ranks third among the silver pro- 
ducing countries of the world. Re- 
cords of Canadian production have 
been kept since 1858 and show a 
total recovery of 451,000,000 fine 
ounces to the end of 1923. In 1924 
production was slightly in excess of 
20,000,000 ounces. During 1858- 
1923 the value of production totalled 
$290,705,532, while for last year it 
amounted to $13,519,043. 


The first lot of buffalo, number- 
ing some 200, to be transferred from 
the Wainwright Park to the new 
Buffalo Park, north of Edmonton, 
left Wainwright, Alberta, recently. 
For some time past the herd at 
Wainwright had been growing too 
rapidly and the Federal authorities 
decided to ship a number to the 
Buffalo Park to determine whether 
or not they can acclimate themselves 
in the new district as they did in 
the southern area. Altogether two 
thousand buffalo, in lots of two 
hundred each, will be shipped to the 
Buffalo Park. 


HE RED DEER NEWS, RED-DEER, ALBERTA... 


EOAVILLE HAPPENINGS [HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY: 


HOLDS ITS ANNUAL raga: 


The annual show of the Red Deer 
Horticultural Society was held in the 
armouries on Thursday last. It will be 
remembered that the show had to be 
put off last year owing to the devasta- 
tion caused by the hail storm. This 
year’s show numbered slightly fewer 
entries than that of two years ago but 
the quality seemed to be distinctly 
better, and the exhibits certainly 
made a brave showing both in respect 
of beauty and utility. The vegetables 


for the most part jwere arranged on] 


the tables around the walls, while the 
tables in the centre of the hall were 
a blaze of color backed with the cool 
green of ferns and hot-house plants. 
A very large number of varieties of 
flowers was on show and the arrange- 
ment of the various bouquets both of 
single types or of assorted kinds was 
entirely creditable to all concerned. 
The opinion of one of the expert 
judges given to “The News” was that 
the vegetables were extremely good, 
especially the carrots and cabbages, 
but the beets might have been a little 
better, being somewhat woody. There 
might have been more_ hot-house 
plants, this being a branch of the 
horticultural art apparently ‘ not 
strongly appealing to many of the 
Red Deer gardeners. The rowe of 
sweet peas in the gardens were de- 
clared to have been first rate, that of 
the winner, W. J. Kirkpatrick, coming 
in for special commendation. Of the 
small fruits shown one particularly 
fine dish of raspberries was noted, 
this being from A. T. Stephenson's 
garden. The gladiolas were a strong 
feature of the show, their quality be- 
ing very high indeed.

GOING STRONG 


Property of Red Deer Sunburst Oil Co. 
Earning 40 per cent on Invested 
Capital—Dividends Promised With- 
in the Year—Ald. McClure Becomes 
a Director.

Over thirty shareholders of the Red 
Deer Sunburst Oils, Ltd., attended the 
annual meeting of the Company on 
Wednesday afternoon. Most of these 
were of Red Deer, but a few were pre- 
sent from Calgary, Field, B.C.; Rocky 
Mountain House, Lacombe, Innisfail, 
Didsbury, Wetaskiwin and Penhold. 

Mr. C. T. Eline, President of the 
Company, was in the chair, supported 
by Dr. MacCrostie, Vice-President; 
Mr. W. E. Trueman, Secretary, and 
Mr. J. R. McClure, the Company 
solicitor. 

The auditor’s report was satisfac- 
tory, but as it only covered the ac- 
counts up to March 31, it showed a de- 
ficit which has since been more or less 
wiped out. Mr. Trueman explained 
some things, Mr. P. Dalziel, the auditor, 
had said. For instance, he said that 
the organization expenses, and those of 
operation up to the time production 
started, might quite properly have 
been capitalized and spread over a four 
or five-year period, which would have 
made a better showing for the first 
balance sheet. He said the officers of 
the Company had helped him in every 
way, and he was satisfied they were 
trying to give the shareholders a 
square deal. 

President Eline, presenting his re- 
port, gave figures of production. Dur- 
ing three months of the winter there 
was no production owing to lack of 
heating facilities, This will not hap- 
pen again. Of the six wells now down, 
No. 1 is producing 16% barrels a day, 
with about 10 per cent water; No. 2 
gives 5 barrels a day; No. 3 14% bar- 
rels, with 15 per cent water; from No. 
4 there is a 10-barrel production with 
more than the same quantity of water; 
well No. 5 is a poor one, giving only 
five barrels a day. But it supplies also 
enough gas for lighting and power for 
the operations, and a surplus which is 
being sold. The best well yet, the last 
one completed, is No. 6, which is giv- 
ing a flush production of 600 barrels 
a day. A conservative estimate is that 
this will settle down te 50 barrels, 
doubling previous production. The 
President said the Company’s property 
was now earning 40 per cent on the 
invested capital, and the labilities 
were rapidly being wiped out. He was 
confident dividends would be paid 
within the year. He said the directors 
had decided in future to send quarterly 
statements to_ shareholders. 

Mr. McClure moved that the execu- 
tive actions of the directors during the 
year be endorsed and confirmed, in- 
cluding one small change in the bylaw 
governing the calling of the annual 
meeting. This was carried. 

Mr. J. R. McClure was added to the 
directorate on the motion of Messrs. 
Geo. Norris and Reay, to take the 
place of Mr. S. V. Day, resigned. Wo 
other change was made.

SUBJECTION OF WEEDS 


In a statement on “Effective Meth- 
ods of Controlling Weeds,” Mr. E. S. 
Hopkins, dominion {field hushandman, 
brings out three salient and {mport- 
ant points. The first is that the most 
effective method of controlling weeds 
is thorough and: frequent cultivation 
of the land. The second is that the 
basic principle in killing weeds which 
have underground rootstalks is to 
prevent their sending up top or above- 
ground growth, and _ the third, the 
longer the delay in eradicating the 
weeds the greater the amount of work 
that will eventually be necessitated. 
One other point made by Mr. Hop- 
kins in giving definite advice as to 
the subjection of couch grass, must- 
ard and other weeds, that cannot be 
too greatly emphasized is that it is 
important to use at all time clean 
6eed grain, clover and grass seed.
